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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 ) Applicant's election with traverse of Group II and the species depicted in figure 
10 in the reply filed on 10/21/05 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that 
the claimed spring is only related to valves. This is not found persuasive because the 
spring of the elected claims has separate utility. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2) Claims 1-27, 29-30, 32 and 34-35 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected group or species, there 
being no allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction 
(election) requirement in the reply filed on 10/21/05. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3) The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4) Claims 28, 31 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Cook et al (4057072). 

In re claims 28, 31 and 33, Cook provides a device where the spring rate is 
measured and can be modified by removing a portion of the spring. (Col. 3 lines 30-40) 
Please note that the method is inherent to the device of Cook. By removing a spring 
washer, material is removed from the outside diameter.
